and worked as a bridfe carpenter on 
a railroad. Later he itudled law and 


a successful practice, accumulated a 
small fortune and moved to Templa 
and founded the Temple Rt-tte hank. 


In 1914 he became n candidate tor 


governor, on his own motion.

•p.-as scarcely known outtlde his home 
county. 
But by hi* vliorou* ram- 


paign addresses he soon becatne rcc- 
dfnized as potential covernor and was 
later elected.
